TAFT ARS VIEWS 
ON INIUNCTIONS 


Secretary Makes Statement to 
} Placate Union Labor Vote 


LABOR UNIONS COMMENDED 


And the Secretary Thinks That Cer- 
tain Restrictions Should Be 
Placed on the Use of the In- 
junction in Disputes to 
, Which Labor is a 

Party. 


Martin's’ Ferry, Ohio, January 9.—The 
views of .William H. Taft, secretary 
of war, regarding the use and misuse 
of injunctions, are stated in a letter 
in reply to questions propounded by 
Liewellyn Lewis, secretary of the Ohio 
Federation of Iabor, given out here 
today. Secretary Taft prefaces his 
statement with a declaration that he 
beli@veg, “it to be highly  »beneficial 
and entirely lawful for laborers to 
unite in their common interests.’’ 


,What Taft Says. 

Proceeding directly to the answer of 
the questions propounded he says: 

“First. You ask me what I would 
think ef an enactment of a law defin- 
ing the cases in which a temporary 
restraining order may issue, and defin- 
ing in specific terms the language in 
which such order may be framed. 1 see 
no objection to the enactment Of a 
statute which shall define the rights of 
laborers in their controvérsies with 
heir former employers. As this statute 
would fix the lawful limitg of their 
action, it would necessarily furnish 4 
definite rule for determining the cases 


in which injunctions might issue, as 
well as their character and scope. it 
should be said that this statute, how- 


ever, if enacted by congress, could re- 
late only to the District of Columbia 
or some place within the. exclusive 
jurisdiction of the federal government, 
or to those employers and employees 
whose relationg are within congres- 
sional definitian and control. Gener- 
ally, the law governing the relations 
between employer and employee is & 
state law and is only enforced in the 
federal courts when the jurisdiction 
arises by reason of the diverse citizen- 
ship of the parties. 

“Speaking generally, however, both 
as to federal and state legislation, I! 
see no objection to a statute which 
shall, so far as possible, define the 
rights of both parties in such contro- 
versities more accurately. Indeed, the 
more exactly the lawful limitations on 
the actions of both parties are under- 
etood, the better for them and for the 
public. 


Abuse of the Injunction. 


“Second. You ask me what I think 
of a provision that no restraining or- 
der or injunction shall issue, except 
after notice to the defendant and 4 
hearing had. This was the rule under 
the federal statutes for many years, 
but it was subsequently abolished. In 
the class of cases to which you refer, 
I do not see any objection to the Te- 
enactment of that federal statute, In- 
deed, I have taken occasion to say in 
public speeches that the power to Is- 
sue injunctions ex-parte has given rise 
to certain abuses and injustices to the 
laborers engaged in a peaceable strike. 


Men leave employment on ai strike; 
counsel for tne employer applies to a 
judge and presents an affidavit aver- 


ring fears of threatened violence and 
making such a case on the ex-parte 
statement that the judge feels called 
upon to issue a temporary restraining 
order. The temporary restraining or- 
der is served on all the strikers; they 
are not lawyers; their fears are 
aroused by the process with which they 
are not acquainted; and, although their 
purpose may have been entirely lawful, 
their common determination to carry 
through the strike is weakened Dy an 
order which they ha,.~ never had an 
opportunity to question and which !s 
calculate4 to discourage their proceed- 
ing in their original purpose. To avold 
this injustice, I believe as I have al- 
ready said, that the federal Statutes 
might well be made what it was orig- 
inally, requiring notice and a hearing 
before an injunction iseued. t 

“Third. In answer to your third ques- 
tion, it weuld seem that it Is unneces- 
Sary to impose any limitation as to the 
time for a final hearing if, before an in- 
junction can issue at all, notice and 
hearing must be given. The third ques. 
tion is relevant and proper only should 
the power of issuing ex-parte injunc- 
tions be retained in the court. In each 
case I should think it eminently proper 
that the statutg should require the 
court issuing an ex-parte injunction to 
Give the person against whom the in- 
sunction was issued an opportunity to 
have a hearing on it within a short 
space of time, not to exceed, 1 should 
say, thiee or four days. 


Objection to the Judge. 


“Fourth. Your fourth query is, in ef- 
fect, what I would think of a provision 
in such cases by which the contemnor— 
that is the person charged with the 
Vielation of an order ofr injunction— 
might object to the judge who issued 
the injunction, as the one to try the is- 
sue whether the Injunction had been 
violated and to fix punishment In case 
of conviction, an} thereby require an- 
other judge to trv the issue and impose 
sentence if necessary. In federal courts 
fn such a case it would be proper to 
provide that the senior court judge of 
the cireuit should, upon the application 
of the defendant or contemnor, desig- 
nate another district or circuit judge 
to sit and hear the issue presented. I 
do not think such a restriction would 


be unreasonable. In most cases it 
would be unnecessary. But I admit that 
there {8 a popular feeling that in 
contempt proceedings, and the very 


rame of the proceedings suggests it, 
the judge issuing the injunction 
has a personal sensitiveness In respect 
to its violation and, therefore, that he 
does not bring to the trial of the issue 
presented by the charge of contempt 
of his order, the calm, judicial mina 
which insures justice. Y think that this 
popular feeling is, In most cases, un- 
founded, but I belfeve that it is bet.

Senator Hale's Personnel Bil 
to Furnish © Opportunity 


TRUTH ABOUT BROWNSON 


Hale Says His Measure Will Allow 
the Facts in That Case to Come 
to Light — Provisions of ' 
the Navy Personnel 
Measure. 


Washington, January 9.—The Brown- | 


son affair was the chief topic of discus- | 
sion in the senate today. It was brougnt | 
up When Senator Hale explained the'| 
navy personnel bill, which was intro- 
duce iby him. 

The Maine senator entered upon a full 
explanation of its provisions, together 
with his reasons for its adoption, but’ 
before he proceeded far he was called | 
upon by Mr. Tillman, a member of the | 
raval committee, to say whether the, 
consideration of the bill pwould probably | 
‘bring out the facts relating to the con: | 
troversy in the navy department. Mr. | 
Tilman added that he had considered | 
the advisability of offering a resolution 
for such an investigation. 

Mr. Hale replied: 

“I have been asked a great many times 
in view of recent transactions in the 
navy department, whether I did not pro- 
pose introducing a resolution of investi- 
gation. The subject is . undoubtedly 
worthy of the direct attention of con- 
gress, but after looking the matter over 
as carefully as I have been able to do, 
[ have selected this method of action, 
which involves the consideration by the 


senate instead of submitting the depart- 
ment to an investigation” 


The First Proposition. 


The first proposition, he mid, was to 
see that the business of the department 
shall be conducted as it had been in 
former times of great emergency and 
great peril to the country by the bu- 
reaus and offices (not officers) of the 
department. 

‘TI have provided in this bill that un- 
less boards are to carry out specific law 
they shall not be continued or appointed 
in the future. That I believe is a wise 
thing to do in order that jealousies and 
at times unjust insinuations and asper- 
sions on bureau officers of the Navy 
should at least have norallying point in 
the department itself.”’ 

He spoke of the provision concerning 
line and staff officers and their duties, 
saying that it @ealt with a subject which 
had be@n a battleground for many years. 
He had, after careful consideration, in- 
serted the provision that the rank of 
staff officers should not carry with it 
command of any vessel in the navy. 

Mr. Hale spoke of the naval academy 


and its magnificent equipment, saying 
there are now |!,164 midshipmen at the 
academy an g on practice cruise, and 
that it would, in his judgment, soon be 
necessary to receive in the higher ranks 
of the navy only a small portion of these 
midshipmen, who in number are greater 
than the officers of the navy itself, and 
to permit the balance to go into civil 
life. 

Senator Gallinger objected to the prac- 
tice of appropriating $10,000,000 or $15,- 
000,000 for a naval academy and then 
merely giving education to men who are 
to enter private life. 

The Brownson Incident. 

Mr. Tillman again entered the discus- 
sion and again referred to the Brown- 
son incident. He referred to magazine 
articles criticising the navy and charging 
that naval shipsare being built ina way 
“to fit them only for the scrap heap.” 
That assertion, he said, should either 
be contradicted or the construction of 
such vessels should be stopped. He want- 
ed to know whether the committee would 
pring out the facts in respect to those

nae it find,’ he asked, “why 
Brownson resigned?’ And continuing 
eaid: “The president has given his ver- 
sion of this controversy but although

Senator Hale gave his belief of the 
probability that the committee would 
go to a certain extent into the subpect, 

Increased Pay. : 

Senator Hale's bill proposes a set- 
tlement of the vexatious question as 
to whether the members of the staff 
corps ehall have rank with the line of- 
ficers, putting an end to the creation 
of bureaus by the secretary of the 
navy and gives a substantial ralse in 
pay to every commissioned officer and 
enlisted man of the navy and the ma- 
rine corps. 

That part of the Dill which relates to 
the assignment of line rank to officers 
of the various divisions of the staff 
corps contains provision that they shall 
in no instance assume command of any 
vessel. The section is as follows: 

‘That officers in the various staff 
corps of the navy shall hereafter have 
actual rank and title as now estab- 
lished for the staff corps of the army. 
Such officers of the staff corps of the 
navy shall at all times have the title 
and designation of their rank, and 
new commissions in accordance there- 


dé. 


with shall be forthwith issued _ to 
them: 
“Provided, that this provision shall 


in no case carry with it command over 
any vessel of the navy department; but 
such command shall be exercised only 
by line officers."’ 
Appointment of Midshipmen. 

A large section of the bill deals with 
the appointment of midshipmen to

in view that the hearty cooperation, assist- 
ance and influence of the property owners, 
business men and others interested be se- 
cured as soon as possible for the consumma- 
tion of the much needed and much desired 
improvement,of this highly important chan- 
pel of commerce. 
Gain in Property Value. 

J. R. Smith was called upon and he 
made a ringing speech in favor of re- 
paving so important a commercial 
thoroughfare as Decatur street. He 
cited an instance which occurred some 
years ago when he approached D. 
Woodward with a petition for the 4as- 
phalting of Peters etreet. He stated 
that Mr. Woodward considered his 
holdings on Peters street as cheap 
property and offered to sel] it to him; 
that Mr. Woodward finally signed the 
petition and after the paving- was com- 
pleted refused a good offer for the 
property, afterwards declined an offer 
of $1,000 and a few months later $10,- 
0000, and {fs still holding the property.

TAFT AIRS VIEWS 
UN INJUNCTIONS 


Secretary Makes Statement 
- Placate Union Labor Vote 


LABOR UNIONS COMMENDED 


And the Secretary Thinks That Cer- 
tain Restrictions Should Be 
Placed on the Use of the In- 
junction in Disputes to 
, Which Labor is a 

Party. 


Martin's*Ferry, Ohio, January 9.—The 
views of .Willlam H. Taft, secretary 
Of war, regarding the use and misuse 
of injunctions, are stated in a letter 
in reply to questions propounded by 
Liewellyn Lewis, secretary of the Ohio 
Federation of lIabor, given out here 
today. Secretary Tart prefaces his 
statement with a declaration that he 
beli@veg, “it to be highly beneficial 
and entirely lawful for laborers to 
unite in their common interests.” 


.What Taft Says. 

Proceeding directly to the answer of 
the questions propounded he says: 

“Wirst. You ask me what I would 
think ef an enactment of a law defin- 
ing the cases in which a temporary 
restraining order may issue, and defin- 
ing in specific terms the language in 
which such order may be framed. 1 See 
no objection to the enactment of a 
statute which shall define the rights of 
laborers in their controvérsies with 
heir former employers. As this statute 
would fix the lawful lHimitg of thelr 
action, it would necessarily furnish 4 
definite rule for determining the cases 
in which injunctions might issue, as 
well as their character and scope. It 
should be sald that this statute, how- 
ever, if enacted by congress, could Tr°- 
late only to the District of Columbia 
or some place within the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the federal government, 
or to those employers and employees 


whose relationg are within congres- 
sional definitian and control. Gener- 
ally, the law governing the relations 


between employer and employee is & 
state law and is only enforced in the 
federal courts when the jurisdiction 
arises by reason of the diverse citizen- 
ship of the parties. 

“Speaking generally, however, both 
as to federal and state legislation, I 
objection to a statute which 


see no 

shall, so far as possible, define the 
rights of both parties in such contro- 
versities more accurately. Indeed, the 


more exactly the lawful limitations on 
the actions of both parties are under- 
etood, the better for them and for the 
public. 


Abuse of the Injunction. 


“Second. You ask me what I think 
of a provision that no restraining or- 
der or injunction shall issue, except 
after notice to the defendant and. @ 
hearing had. This was the rule under 
the federal statutes for many years, 
but it was subsequently abolished. In 
the class of caseg to which you refer, 
I do not see any objection to the Te- 
enactment of that federal statute, In- 
deed, I have taken occasion to say in 
public speeches that the power to Is- 
sue injunctions ex-parte has given rise 
to certain abuses and injustices to the 


laborers engaged in a peaceable strike. 
strike;

In answer to your third ques- 
tion, it would seem that it Is unneces- 
sary to impose any limitation as to the 
time for a final hearing if, before an in- 
junction can issue at all, notice and 
hearing must be given. The third ques. 
tion is relevant and proper only should 
the power of issuing ex-parte injunc- 
tions be retained in the court. In each 
case I should think it eminently proper 
that the statutg should require the 
court issuing an ex-parte injunction to 
give the person against whom the in- 
-unction was issued an opportunity to 


have a hearing on it within a short 
space of time, not to exceed, 1 should 
say, three or four days. 


Objection to the Judge. 


“Fourth. Your fourth query is, in ef- 
fect, what I would think of a provision 
ir. such cases by which the contemnor— 
that is the person charged with the 
Vielation of an order of injunction— 
might object to the judge who Issued 
the injunction, as the one to try the is. 
sue whether the Injunction had been 
violated and to fix punishment In case 
of conviction, an; thereby require an- 
other judge to trv the Issue and impose 
sentence if necessary.

The subject is . undoubtedly 
worthy of the direct attention of con- 
gress, but after looking the matter over 
as carefully as I have been able to do, 
I have selected this method of action, 
which involves the consideration by the 
senate instead of submitting the depart- 
ment to an investigation” 

The First Proposition. 


The first proposition, he mid, was to 
see that the business of the department 
shall be conducted as it had been in 
former times of great emergency and 
great peril to the country by the bu- 
reaus and offices (not officers) of the 
department. 

‘I have provided in this bill that un- 
less boards are to carry out specific law 
they shall not be continued or appointed 
in the future. That I believe is a wise 
thing to do in order that jealousies and 
at times unjust insinuations and asper- 
sions on bureau officers of the navy 
should atleast have norallying point in 
the department itself.”’ 

He spoke of the provision concerning 
line and staff officers and their duties, 
saying that it @ealt with a subject which 
had be@n a battleground for many years. 
He had, after careful consideration, in- 
serted the provision that the rank of 
staff officers should not carry with it 
command of any vessel in the navy. 

Mr. Hale spoke of the naval academy 
and its magnificent equipment, saying 
there are now !,164 midshipmen at the 
academy ang on practice cruise, and 
that it would, in his judgment, soon be 
necessary to receive in the higher ranks 
of the navy only a small portion of these 
midshipmen, who in number are greater 
than the officers of the navy itself, and 
to permit the balance to go into civil 
life. 

Senator Gallinger objected to the prac- 
tice of appropriating $10,000,000 or $15,- 
000,000 for a naval academy and then 
merely giving education to men who are 
to enter private life.

Increased Pay. ? 

Senator Hale’s bill proposes a set-

Committee Named to Draft 
Address and Provide for 
Lecturers. 


Montgomery, Ala.,; January 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The work that the state will 
do for the preservation of the trees 
and forests now standing and the cul- 
ture of others is well begun with the 
organization of the commission au- 
thorized by an act of the last legisla- 
ture, which was accomplished at a 
meeting Wednesday noon in the office 
of Comer. The first work 
will be done in the way of education 
right away, a committee being named 
to draft an address and provide for 
lectures in connection with the depart- 
ment of forestry at Washington. 

The members of the commission are 
Governor Comer, Commissioner of 
Agriculture J. A. Wilkinson, @ame and 
Fish Commissioner John H. Wallace, 
Jr.. Tax Commissioner J. B. Powell, 
Professor of Forestry at Auburn R. S. 
McIntosh, and John L. Kaul of Bir- 
mingham. All were present at the 
meeting save Mr. Kaul. E. E. Carter, 
of the national department, was pres- 
ent, and gave the members some val- 
uable information. By act Governor 
Comer is the president. The body se- 
lected John H. Wallace, Jr., as secre- 
tary. 

An address will be prepared at once 
telling how to keep down fires and to 
protect the trees; also to inform all 
with regard to tree culture. To this 
end Messrs. Wilkinson, Wallace and 
Powell have been appointed a special 
committee. A course of lectures will 
be arranged later.

ONE MORE DEATH 
FROM THE WRECK 


Alexander Forester, of Cleveland, 
Dies of Pneumonia, 


2 OTHERS STILL IN DANGER 


Nearly All the Injured Now in the 
Hospitals Are Dotng Well—-Re- 
same Journey to Florida. 
Scene of the Wreck 

: Cleared. 


Death claimed the fourth victim of the 
disastrous wreck of the “Florida Spe- 
cial,”’ at Hiram on Tuesday afternoon, 
when Alexander Forrester, 60 years of 
age, a wealthy retired business man of 
Cleveland, Ohio, succumbed to pneu- 
monia in the Atlanta hospital, No. 33 
Cone street, early Thursday morning. 
Some of the passengers’ on the ill-fated 
train have left for thair homes. Others 
Eo on to Florida today. Southern 
railway officials held an investigation as 
to the cause of the wreck this morning. 

Mr. Forrester, who had not been 
deemed seriously injured, his injuries 
consisting of a dislocated shoulder, a 
fractured rib and broken ankle, was ap- 
parently progressing favorably until 
Wednesday afternoon, when pneumonia 
Suddenly developed as a result of ex- 
posure after the accident. His vitality 
being depleted by the shock which he 
had sustained the progress of the mal 
ady could not be checked, despite all 
that skilled physicians did for his re- 
lief. 


Wife in Adjoining Room. 

Mrs, Alexander G. Forrester, the wife 
of the deceased, is lying in a room aa- 
joining that which her husband oc- 
cupied, suffering from injuries about the 
head and bruises about the body, sus- 
tained in the wreck. Her husband’s 
death was a serious shock to the in- 
jJured wife, and ghe is suffering from 
nervous collapse. 

No arrangements will be made for 
taking the body of Mr. Forrester, who 
was the first of the passengers in the 
wreck to die as a result of his injuries, 
to Cleveland until the arrival] of his son- 
in-law, W. I. Clemmons, of Cleveland, 
and Mrs. Clemmons, his daughter, who 
are @n route to Atlanta. 

Alexander Forrester was one of the 
most widely known financiers of Cleve- 
land. Before his retirement from busi- 
ness he was the head of the Forest City 
Plaster Company. of Cleveland, in which 
business he accumulated a large for- 
tune. He and Mrs. Forrester made an 
extensive European tour jJast summer, 
and had been in Cleveland but a short 
time when they started on the ill-fated 
trip to Cuba. He is survived by his 
wife, his daughter, Mrs. William ~.em- 
mons, of Cleveland, another daughter, 
residing in Cleveland, and one son, El- 
lison Forrester, of Cleveland, Ohio. 

The body of Mr. Forrester was taken 
to the undertaking establishment of H. 
M. Patterson & Son, where it wil] re- 
main unti] the family decide upon the 
funeral arrangements. 


Two Still in Danger. 


The other eighteen victims of the 
wreck now in the Atlanta hospital, 33 
Cone street, are progressing favorably, 
with the exception of Mrs. Emma Hoov- 
er and Robert Griswold, both of whom 
were injured internally, and whose con- 
dition is regarded as precarious. Miss 
Studebaker, of Cleveland, Ohio, who was 
crushed about the chest and received 
severe contusions about the head, 
much better, and her complete recov- 
ery from her injuries {s now predicted. 

At the hotels it was stated that the 
injured passengers stopping there were 
recovering from their injuries, and well 
enough to travel. 

J. D. Collver, district passenger agent 
of the Big Four route, who personally 
conducted the “Collver Special,’’ as the 
train, of which the third section 
wrecked,.was called, was on the first 
section of the train, and had reached 
Jacksonville, Fla., when he heard of 
the wreck of the third section. His 
wife was on the wrecked section, and 
he hastened back to Atlanta, finding 
that she had been only _§ slightly §in- 
jured. He will assume charge of the 
train which carries the tourists on to 
their destinations in Florida and Cuba 


Wreckage Cleared Away. 

The wreck at Hira». has been 
thoroughly cleared awa a new trestle 
constructed and traffi over this section 
of. the road was resumed when the 
“Florida Special,’’ No. 6, passed over the 
bridge shortly after noon. 

General Superintendent H. EB. Hutchin- 
son, of this district, is making a per- 
sonal investigation of the wreck, and 
his report will be made to the heaus of 
the Southern railway within the next 
few days. 

In eyidition tot the examination which 
the Southern railway is making as to 
the cause of the wreck, the state rail- 
road commission has sent one of its ex- 
perts to the scene of the disaster, and 
he will examine the whole line of the 
raliway up to the state line between 
Georgia and Tennessee. ‘ 

J. S. B. Thompson, assistant to the 
president of the Southern railway, 
stated that the rallway company expects 
to be able to Issue a statement in re- 
gar3 to the wreck today at noon. 


Cost of the Wreck. 


The cost of the wreck to the Southern 
railway cannot be accurately calculated 
until settlements are made with the vic- 
tims of the wreck, Dut the damage to 
equipment, hospital and physicians’ pills, 
hotel bills and other charges to be met 
as outgrowths of the wreck will amount 
to a staggering figure.

As the combined result of the wreck 
of Tuesday and the publication in New 
York of the fact that the gross earnings 
of the railway for the month of Decem- 
ber showed a decrease of 20 per cent, 
Southern railway stock declined on 
‘change Wednesday—the day after the 
wreck—$3 per share. Preferred stock 
advance; slightly yesterday, reaching 35, 
and remaining at that figure, while com- 
mon stock advanced slightly over the de- 
cline of the day before and held its own.

Georgia Senator Proposes Big

NOTES TO. BEAR NO INTEREST 


They Are to Be Payable to Bearer 
on Demand, and to Be Lawful 
Money and Legal Tender. 
Government Deposits to 
Be Equitably Dis- 
tributed, 


Washington, January 9.—Senator 
Clay today introduced a bill which was 
referred to the committee on finance, 
authorizing the secretary of the treas- 
ury to issue on the credit of the United 
States $350,000,000 of non-interest bear- 
ing United States notes in addition to 
the United States money in circulation 
in such form as he may deem ex- 
pedient. The proposed notes are to be 
issued in denominations of not less 
than $!, to be payable to the bearer on 
demand, and to be lawful money and 
legal tender. They are to be deposited 
in depositories under existing law by 
the secretary of the treasury. Deposit 
of United States bonds and state, county 
and municipal bonds as security for 
the safe keeping of these public moneys 
is to be required and the payment of 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent will 
be exacted on these deposits. The secre- 
tary is required to distribute these de- 
posits equitably among the several 
states according to population. 

An amendment to the Aldrich cur- 
rency bill was today introduced by 
Senator Nelson of Minnesota. It pro- 
vides that one-third of all taxes to be 
paid by the national banking associa- 
tions upon the average amounts of 
their notes in circulation shall be set 
apart in the treasury as a guaranty 
fund for depositors to the amount of 
their deposits in any bank that may 
become insolvent.

ployers’ liability bill was today intro- 
duced by Representative Sterling, of 
\llinois jie measure is designed to 
xclude the grounds on which the 
present kaw was declared unconstitu- 
tional by the supreme court of the 
Tnited States. Mr. Sterling’s bill fol- 
lows in some respects the Bates meas- 
ure introduced in the house yesterday 
but adheres more serupulously in the 
wording to the constitution touching 
the amenability of common carriers to 
restriction under the interstate com- 
merce clause, A main ground on which 
the supreme court nullified the em- 
ployers’ liability act Was its inclusion 
of employees not actually engaged in 
the transportation of passengers or 
freight frum one state to another—for 
instance, a yardmaster or a round- 
house hand. The Sterling Dill intends 
to avoid this unconstitutionality by a 
literal text. It also provides that any 
common carrier which has failed to 
comply with the safety appliance law 
or in operating is violating any fed- 
eral law, shall thereby forfeit the 
right of alleging contributory negli- 
gence as a aefense in actions insti- 
tuted by injured employees.

Representing the state, Attorney Gen- 
eral Jonn C. Hart yesterday filed in 
the superior court an intervention in 
the Neal bank receivership case asking 
an order of court requiring the receiver 
to pay over to the state treasury at 
once the sum of $204,373.98, which 
‘Georgia had on deposit with it aft the 
time of its failure. The Neal bank 
was a state depository. 

The petition sets forth the allegation 
that the receiver now has funds on 
hand with which to pay the amount 
due the state, that the state has a prior 
lien on the assets of the bank under 
its contract and the law relating to 
state depositories, and that the state 
is in need of the money in order to 
meet obligations now falling due. 

Judge Ellis ordered the matter set 
for hearing on January !3. It is ex- 
pected the result of the hearing will 
be a court order directing payment 
to the state by the receiver immedi- 
ately he has the necessary funds in 
hand. 


To Pay Vets and Teachers. 

Owing to large receipts from county 
tax collectors all over the state, the 
state treasury department is in better 
position than usual at this time of 
the year to meet the heavy demands 
upon it from schools, pensions and 
other sources. 

State Treasurer R. E. Park has re- 
ceived over $600,0G0 in tax collections 
within the last three days, these re- 
ceipts being considered unusually large. 

There is about $600,000 due the teach- 
ers of the state on their last year’s 
work. It is expected that distribution 
of this will begin within about a 
week, and that the teachers will be 
paid in full the balance due them. 

For the first time pensioners are to 
be paid quarterly this year, and many 
of the old veterans do not like the idea. 
They used to get their money in a 
lump sum, and lots of them don’t take 
to the quarterly plan which gives them 
only a pittance. 

However, as long as it must be that 
way, it will be welcome news to them 
that the first quarter's payment will 
be sent out this year early in Febru- 
ary instead of March |, when it is due. 

The heavy receipts at the treasury 


department will enable these payments 
to be made more promptly. 

They are likewise regarded by Treas- 
urer Park as a sign of the fact that 
times are not so hardwin Georgia as 
has been made to appear. 


Their Necks Are Saved. 

In accordance with recommendations 
of the prison commission, Governor 
Smith yesterday commuted to life im- 
prisonment the death sentences im- 
posed upon two negroes convicted of 
murder. 

One was the case of Thomas Hardy, 
of Richmond county, convicted in 1902 


of the murder of another negro and 
sentenced to be hanged. Following his 


‘conviction he was sent to the insane 


asylum, but was a short time ago pro- 
nounced recovered and returned to the 
custody of the court for resentence, 
Many interesting aspects of the case 
induced the commission to recommend 
clemency. 

Bud Thomas, of Muscogee county, 
was to have been hanged today for the 
murder of another negro, but by the 
action or the prison commission and 
the governor he has escaped the gal- 
lows and will go to the penitentiary 
for life instead. 


State Experiment Siation. 

At a meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the state experiment station, 
near Griffin, held in the office of Com- 
missioner of Agriculture T. G. Hudson, 
T. H. McHatton, of Macon, was elected 
horticulturist for the station, succeed-

reelected managing director. The re- 
ports made showed the station In good 
condition financially and otherwise. —

The Electrical Engineers’ Interest. 

James R. Gordon, one of the managers 
of the American Institute of Blectrical 
Engimeers, in speaking of. the interest 
lwhich the engineers are taking in this 
proposed Appalachian reserve, says that 
the American Institute of Filectrical En- 
gineers, with a membership of over five 
thousand, in common with other scien- 
tific engineering bodies, such as the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, the 
American Society of Mechanical Pngi- 
neers, ete., have appreciated in a thor- 
ough way what is apparent to every 
traineg scientific observer, the real grav- 
ity of this situation, not only from the 
standpoint of interest to the engineering 
profession, but from the other and more 
serious standpoints of effects on climate 
and \health and broader subjects of nevi- 
gation and transportation. Says Mr. 
Gordon: 

“A thing of such vital importance to 
the south and to the nation at large 
must engage the attention of thinking 
men, and when the dangers are seen the 
thoughtful man must act. 

“We are more than glad that the work 
of the Appalachian National Forest As- 
sociation has been so effectively done, 
ang it is with the utmost pleasure and 
highest appreciation of this work that 
we are joining twith them to make this 
mass meeting in Atlanta’ the success it 
ought to be. . 

“The different bodies enumerated above 
have a membership of about fifteen thou- 
sand men of the highest type of educa- 
tion and trained observation, and it is 
a force whose opinion on this. subject 
should have weight with the nation at 
lagge, and on the people’s representatives 
at Washington.

NO MORE FRANKS 


All Public Service Companies 
Must Cut But Deadheads 


ANTI-PASS ORDER AMENDED. 


lt Now Specifically Includes and 
Applies to Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Companies and All 
Public Service Corpora- 
tions Under the Com- 
mission’s Juris- 
diction. 


The state. railroad commission yes- 
terday put the finishing touches on its 
anti-pass order, effective January i, 
1908, by icluding in its provisions and 
application, felegraph companies, tele- 
phone companies, baggage companies, 
gas and electric companies, and every 
other form of public service corporation 
which comes under its jurisdiction. 

In other words, it is now made un- 
lawful, by order of the commission, not 
only for railroads and etreet railroads 
to furnish free passes, but for any other 
public service corporation of whatso- 
éver kind and sort, wherever in the 
state it may be located, to furnish any 
free service or to give any person re- 
duced rates for such service, which 
—" are not given to the genera] pub- 

Cc. 

The new order amending the anti-pass 
order, issued for the particular purpose 
of removing all doubt as to its mean- 
ing, is sweeping in its terms and takes 
in everything, even companies and per- 
sons not of purely publio service na- 
ture, which may in any way be sub- 
ject to the commission's jurisdiction. 

Henceforth everybody must pay 
what they get. 

The commission makes only one reser- 
vation in its new order, and that ig an 
intimation that upon application anda 
proper showing made to the commission, 
it may sometimes authorize free or re- 
duced rate service for charitable and 
public purposes. 

Whether Atlanta’s eity employees may 
hope to get their free street car rides, 
under the terms of this proviso, re- 
maing to be seen. 

It is understood that the telegraph 
companies will continue to issue franks 
within the state, but they will ‘be 
marked not good between points in 
yeorgia, and will be good only for in- 
terstate messages, since the state law 
cannot interfere with interstate traffic. 


The Commission’s Order. 


Following is in full the amendment 
to the commission's anti-pass oruer: 
GENERAL ORDER NO. 10. 
Whereas, It appears to this commission 
that general order No. 3, forbidding free 
passes and free service as therein expressed, 
has been from its date, October 28, 1907, gen- 
erally construed and accepted as including 
telegraph and telephone companies, but 
doubts having been expressed touching the 
same; and 
Whereas, All such doubts should be re- 
moved and the policy and operation of said 
order extended; therefore it is now 
Ordered and declared, That said general or- 
der No. 3 was intended to include, and the 
same is now expressly so amended as to in- 
clude and apply to telegraph and telephone 
companies, and further that no electric light 
or gas company, or power company; no termi- 
nal company, baggage or cab company; no 
cotton compress company, or other public 
service corporation, company or person sub- 
ject td the jurisdiction of this commission 
shall be allowed to furnish their respective 
services or service free in this state. 
Provided, That the commission will, upon 
application and prop@r showing made, author- 
ize free or reduced service for charitable and 
publia purposes, according to the facts and 
lawfulness of the same in each particular 
instance.

TALL DEPOTS 


No More Baggage Monopoly 
Under Commissions Ruling 


EVERYBODY TREATED ALIKE 


Wherever a Railroad Has an Agent 
It Must Receive Baggage and 
Issue a Claim Check—What 
the Commission’s New 
Rules Provide. 


In the matter of the receipt of bag 
gage and issuance of claim checks af 
railroad depots in Georgia, the commis: 
sions’s formal order, issued yesterday. 
growing out of the case involving the 
Atlanta Terminal Company and the At: 
lanta Baggage and Cab Comr ny, anid 
the alleged monopoly which wey main- 
tained, applies equally at all railroad 
depots in the state where agents aré 
employed. 

The new rules will prove of interest 
and importance to the traveling publi¢ 
generally, and their general applicatioz 
will undoubtedly be welcomed. 

No matter by whom presented, es ae. 
must be receédved by agents wherever 
agencies are maintained by the roads, 
and claim checks must be issued. Wher¢ 
such baggage is left over twelve hours 
the railroade ere allowed to charge 
storage. 

The commission's new baggage rules 
are as follows: 

“Rule No. '|—All railroad, depot or ter 
minal companies in this state shall re- 
ceive at all stations where they have 
agents all baggage proper for transpor- 
tation presented by progpective passen- 
gers or their agents, and issue on de- 
mand a claim check for same, and upols 
presentation by holder of such claing 
check with transportation, said compa- 
nies shall issue train checks. 

“Rule No. 2—If said baggage is not 
checked within twelve hours after be- 
ing so received, such companies are au- 
thorized to charge 25 cents for tue sto- 
rage of same for twenty-four hours or 
fraction thereof, after the expiration of 
said twelve hours. 

“Rule No. 3—The rallroad company 
shall not be required to send any bag-

Piles are worse than mosquitoes as 
disseminators of disease, according to 
the expert investigators of the New york 
Merchants’ Association, who have been 
making a etudy of the insects which in- 
feat the weter front of that city. Dr. 
Daniel Jackson says that files are re- 
aponsible for 6,000 of the 7,000 deatns 
which occur ennually from typhoid and 
other intestinal diseases. The investi- 
gators gathered |! 10,025 files during the 
summer of 1907, and subjectag them to 
bacteriological examination. One fly was 
found to be carrying in his mouth and 
on his legs more than 100,000 pacteria. 
The activity of the house fly is in pro- 
portion to the height of the temperature, 
and the time at which files are most 
active and mumerous corresponds exactly 
with the time of the activity of typhoid 
fever and other intestinal diseases. The

of a national convention; division of 
school fund between races and industrial 
education only for the negro; child labor 
laws; industrial schools for delinquent 
boys and girls; adoption of statutory and 
constitutional prohibition; governor and 
attorney general should be members of 
railroa, commission and enlargement of 
powers of that body; enlargement of pow- 
ers Of attorney general; constitutional 
amendment providing for elective judi- 
Ciliary; statute making attempt at crimi- 
nal assault punishable by death; sum- 
mary removal of qublic officials guilty 
of drunkenness in office; sale of the old 
capitol grounds; more liberal treatment 
of national guard; abolition of county 
convict leasing system; creation of of- 
fice of state oculist; separate sleeping 
and dining cars for races; reluction of 
legal rate of interest to 8 per cent; in- 
dorsement of state joan; of health plan 
for suppression of tuberculosis.
